Then 10,000 Christian men were 
put to the sword and thousands of women 
and children enslaved.

• We know that we have passed from 
death unto life because we love the breth- 
ren.—I. John III, H. 
Tho Apostle John here presents an argu- 
ment for Immortality and gives a prac- 
tical teat for our 
use in determining 
whether wo shall live after death. Had 
he spoken at more I'-ngth he might have 
asld this: "This love we have for the 
brethren Is but the expression of a new 
llfo within the soul, beside which the old 
life seems nothing short of death. We 
know we have passed from death to life. 
Now life hereafter Is Just an extension of 
life lioro. To live hereafter Is but to live 
he-re such a life ns demands life hereafter 
an itn complete expression. This m-w life 
of lovo Is Just such a life UP needs and 
demands by Us very nature this exten- 
sion Into the hereafter. 
Lovo has In It 
the quality ot Immortality. To love Is to 
bo Immortal. Then follows the practical 
test. You can know here and now wheth- 
er you will live hereafter by the extent 
and quality of your love. How many pi-o- 
le do you love, and how much do you 
ple 
love them?" 
To got the argument clearly In our 
minds (he thought of the Apostle John 
needs still more elaboration. Tho two 
great words, "Life" and "Love," need 
study In order that we may see Just why 
and how lovo can be the foundation for 
immortality. 
1. What Is life? 
In the natural woild life Is growth Into 
new relationships tnrough adaptation to 
environment. A seen Is nllve only when it 
begins to grow Into relationship with tho 
soil in which It Is planted by pushing out 
Us roots, and Into lelatlonship with the 
sun—the <lew—the air—by putting forth 
Its leaves. This 
growing 
relationship 
nhowft that the .seed and tho plant have 
lifp, for a dead seud or plant would lie 
unrelated. 
Tho wider the range of relationships 
through adaptability In any living organ- 
Ism, the. richer and fuller Us life. Above 
tho vegetable Is animal life, with Itsi as- 
cending series of orders In which life 
xrows riche-r and fuller by means of more 
perfect adaptability to environment. In 
this animal life we get «ome clear Intlma- 
tions of Immortality. Tho

About by every wind and wave and llmilly 
wnjihed up on some sandy beach to dry 
Into nothingness, has life, but how mea- 
gre when compared to crab which can 
buffet the wind and wave and If washed 
upon the sand can crawl back into its 
native element. The erab has greater 
adaptability to Its environment than the 
Jolly Hsh. and so richer and ^nger life. 
X»w, Jf the crab had perfect adaptability 
sio that It could adjust itself perfectly to

Out of this idea of a poss-iblo tmmor- 
talltyfor the'body and a closer study of 
n common experience in 'human life, grows 
tho argument for the Immortality of the 
soul. 
means adaptability to environ- 
ment through relationships— immortal life 
a-perfecl adaptability. The physical body 
through Imperfect adjustment comes to 
an end here on this world. There is 
something, however, in man -which seems 
to nave more perfect adaptability than 
the body, something which i** strong when 
the body is weak— which grows steadily 
deeper from the beginning to the very 
close of life. With all the limitation* of 
the child it early knows tho meaning of 
love. The child grows Into the maiden, 
each year knowing more of love until she 
(rtands In the first 'blush of awakened pas- 
«Ion. It. is the richest moment or all that 
cthe has Known in life, and seems to her 
the richest of all possible 
experiences. 
But as the mother of children, she knows 
n. yet deeper meaning of love. She gathers 
into her thought her husband and all 
her children— each one calling out from 
her some unique manifestation ol her 
love— and amid all this varied play of 
"motion flhc knows that no moment In all 
her life has equalled In depth of love this 
l»st. -She comes to the end of life. The 
physical body Jjt about to weaken under 
the load of years. You ask her what 
Jove means to her now. Gathering Into 
h«r. memory those who have gone, and 
tfioae who remain of all that innumerable 
company who have passed Into her love, 
vbe will know that with all her weakness 
of body she stands at the very climax of 
love's reality. Prom the first she knew 
something of love, but all tho time It 
irrew Into now meaning, until at the end 
Khe sees that in her life, all that had been 
of renl value was just the opportunities 
for the growth of love. 
She sees that 
all she hns really saved for the hour of

If there is this growth of love ever 
mounting higher ard higher as the body 
sinks It must be accounted for In some 
w«y which l« forced to leave out of ac- 
count the physical body. Because love 
(crows an the body decays and stands in 
Its irreatest strength at the end of* life, 
thjre Is a strong presumption amounting

serted it. If love is strongest when the 
toodytla weakest then the 'body Is seen to 
have but a night connection with It. and 
wf 'cannot think that tho body at tho 
very .tail moment. wh»n this already 
w*ak connection must be severed, is able

tratlon of natures that although the nat- 
ural body dies this Intcrpenetratlon be- 
comes the ground of continued lite— the 
very fabric of immortality. To be immor- 
tal Is to bo a person, and personality Is

relationships. 7<ove then becomes the 
basis of Immortality. 
Love for one soul here In this world af- 
fords the soul an entrance Into Immortal 
life — we have mado the great passage 
from death to life when we have loved 
even one of the brethren. Out of this 
grows that richer relationship to all men, 
and finally the richest and deepest of all, 
a conscious relationship to God, whom 
this same apostle has defined as Love. 
Indeed, lovo Is all of one piece. In pass- 
Ing from death to life In the love of 
brethren, you do so because In one sense 
this is the love of God as well. Immor- 
tality Is attained In the love of human 
persons ju«t because through this human 
love man relates himself to God. Your 
love for those about you shows your asso- 
ciation -with God. and how much you par- 
take of his life.

Does It make masters more Just 
and generous? Does It make merchants 
more honest and 
honorable? Does 
It 
sweeten tho temper and retlne the man- 
ners? In a wold does It make men? These 
are the tests by which Christianity is tried 
today. 
"1. First of all I can tell you that the 
Llirlsiliin for the times ought not to be 
cranky. 
There are so many that com- 
plain and criticize. There are some w ho 
are so narrow that they make everything 
a sin except grumbling, growling, eom- 
plulnlni,', being hateful and hating others. 
"Finding fault with that and tins 
And tlndlng somewhat still amiss." 
"I have known elders who relected a 
preacher because he played football and 
rode a bicycle. They were cranky. Chris- 
tions for the times should not be pessi- 
mistic. The world Is better today ihan 
it was one hundied years ago. And It will 
be better one hundred years hence than 
it Is now. The good men and women are 
not all dead. You will hear people talk 
about tlii- good old days when men were 
honest; tne reason of It is they hud noth- 
ing in those days to steal. Christians for 
the times should not be sectarian. 
Christ 
it not a sectarian Christ. 
"I have heard of a Hale girl who was 
asked by her 
Stfnday School teacher, 
'What was Jesus? 
' 
•Ho was a PresbyU 
_. .._ .... 
.said the teacher, "Jesus was a Jew.' The 
little girl could not accept It. She ran 
Home to her mother and said, '.Mamma, 
what was Jesus, was ho a Jew or a Pres- 
byterian?' 'Why a Jew, my child.' '\Vell. 
mamma, how could Jesus be a Jew and 
God by a Presbyterian?' 
"1!. The Christian for the times must be 
alive and agresslve. We don't need the- 
ology these days as much as we need 
lire. 
V>e have played 
brakoman 
long 
enough. We have enough who put on the 
brakes, let us be firemen Christian and 
shovel In the coals and get the old gospel 
train ahead of time. Let the world know 
we arc ullvo and we are bound to get the 
ear of the masses. The blood bought 
church of God -must be a ministering 
church or fall to do what her divine 
Lord would have her do. 
"3. Tho Christian for the times must be 
progressive. Progressive in his methods. 
He should keep in touch with all the best 
men and methods* of tho day. He should 
be like the ancient 
householder, 
that 
brings forth out of his treasure thimrs 
new and old. New methods, n^w plans, 
new work, new ways ami now means, 
should come to the front. We must keep 
step with the advance the world is mak- 
ing.

The disciple for the times should 
be a .man of faith. This age has surpassed 
all the ages that have gone before, and 
the question might be asked what lack 
we yet? I reply, men of faith. There are 
men of faith, thank God everywhere, but 
the supply Is not equal to the demand. 
It is a great thing to have faith In pos- 
sibilities. Wesley used to say. 'Attempt 
great things for God. expect great things 
from God.' Mountains are not so high as 
they seem. 
Mountain climbing depends 
not on the height of the mountain but In 
the faith and energy of the climber. Men 
arc doing things today that thinkers and 
philosophers said a few years ago were 
impossible. The man who says every man 
.who goes through this world with, his 
eyes open must see the wonderful ad- 
vance.

Is our nelRhbor who needs our help and 
upon whom xa Imyc the opportunity of 
conferring a favor. 
That Is the bro.id 
principle laid down for us by our Master. 
This law of love confronts us everywhere. 
"It comes between the master and tho 
servant anil iemulates their relative de- 
portment; both would often act different- 
ly by for this law of love: It comes be- 
tween the husband and the '%!fe: the law- 
yer and his client. In enters the social 
circle and hushes the voice of slander: 
it often lays a restrain upon speech and 
pushes back nn unworthv Impulse.

stands In the way of the Sabbath desecra- 
tor. The law says nbout all these amuse- 
ments, you must consider the bearing of 
your conduct not only upon yourself 'nit 
especially upon your brother, your nel^

If the state of tho market hail 
to be ascertained, under the guidance of 
the shlppe: •>, the fruit growers had to 
h.irnecs up, and ride Into Hart, the cen- 
tral to\vn, many miles away. 
Xow the 
farmer goes to his telephone and in a few 
minutes knows what prices arc ruling. 
In fact, much of the business which here- 
tofore has required u trip to town Is now 
transacted over the wire. The cost of the 
installation Is said to have been small, 
and the system Is to be extended within 
the next few months.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.
